France's appeal, which was sign- 
ed h" Pierre Laval, foreign min- 
ister, declared Germany has "de- 
liberately 'repudiated" the, tr; itles 
It s'tnc'. 


The French said that "owing to 
the gravity of the question" they 
requested an extraordinary meet- 
ing of *he council.

which the Reich refused to 
consider and, at the same 
time, asked the League of 
Nations to put Germany on 
trial.

of the league council for the ex- 
amination." 
The note to Germany said the 


German action "was clearly con- 
trary" to treaties 
and 
agree- 


ments and raised "the most for- 
mal protest." 


The French communication was 


similar to one of the Italians de- 
posited in the Wilhelmstrasse by 
the ambassadors of both France 
and Italy, but the .Berlin foreign 
office 
announced 
officially that 


neither note would be considered. 


Whereupon, the French govern- 


ment . disregarded 
an 
arrange- 


ment with Berlin and published 
the note which covered

typewritten pages. 
It warned Germany that the de- 


cision to re-establish its

was "clearly contrary to the con- 
tractual engagements written in 
the treaties that Germany signed" 
and declared It France's "duty to 
raise the most

lated every reservation."

Per 
well production between 10 and 25 
barrels would be taxed four cents, 
but production less than 10 bar- 
rels would pay two cents per bar- 
rel. the existing levy. 
The other bill, by Representa- 
tive J. Doyle Settle of Abernathy, 
would levy a three per cent tax 
if the posted price of oil exceed- 
ed $1 per barrel and three cents 
per barrel If the price was less 
than $1. 
The bills were reported unfav- 
orably last night.

Paul H." Roberts, acting direct- 
or of the federal project, revealed 
odav the definite areas In which 
plantings will be made. 
After preliminary field studies 
this winter, the U. S. forest ser- 
vice selected 50 counties in the six 
states as the site of experimental 
work during the first year of the 
big tree planting program. 
The project, which has its nation- 


al headquarters here, was allotted 
$1,000,000 to start the shelterbelt. 
The work will be largelv demon- 
strational this year. 
"The exterior limits of the zone 
itself are subject to adjustment, 
an|l pending final arrangements 
some experimental planting may 
be done outside them," Roberts 
said. Cultivated Land Used. 
'It has been necessary to select 
land ,for the 1935 plantings that 
has been in cultivation during: the 
past year, since sufficient time 
ias not elapsed since the estab- 
lishment of the project to permit 
the kind of advance soil prepara- 
tion that is necessary. 


'The importance of 
selecting 


properly cultivated land Is em- 
phasized by the unusually low 
supply of moisture in the ground 
at this time. 
The area to be 


planted will be limited this vear 
by the amount of planting stock 
that can be obtained from existing 
nurseries, and therefore will nec- 
essarily be small." 
Roberts 
emphasized that 
the 


shelterbelt will not be a narrow 
forest extending from Canada to 
he Texas Panhandle, but that this

Thus it is absurd to think 


wealth can be created by 
printing money. As Gen. 
Johnson aptly says, money 
made out of nothing will 
be worth nothing. It may 
fool people at first, but 
they soon wake up. Worse 
yet, fiat money tends to de- 
stroy existing values, there- 
by 
actually 
diminishing 


wealth. 


Stocks 
and bonds and 


checks and promissory notes 
and 
mortgages 
are 
not 


wealth, 
any 
more 
than 


money is. They are merely 
pictures of wealth which 
may fade before the eyes. 


Personal poss e s s i o n s, 


buildings and lands, tools 
and 
machines, 
railroads 


and trucks and airplanes, 
natural 
resources — these 


are wealth. But we may be 
fooled even 
about them. 


Our most substantial form 
of wealth, real estate, has 
lost 
perhaps 
100 
billion 


dollars of value in the last 
five years. Where has that 
value gone? Nobody has it. 
It wasn't used up. It evap- 
orated. 


As much value, or more, 


has gone from 
American 


securities in the same pe- 
riod. And nobody has that. 
Where is all the vanished 
capital? Nowhere. 


Our 
corporate 
wealth 


consists to a large extent 
of 
substantial, 
d e m o n - 


strable values. But seize our 
business concerns to divide 
them up, and what have 
you? You cannot distribute 
a factory, a mine, a hotel, 
a railroad, • a store. You 
could distribute the stocks 
and bonds, but under an ir- 
responble demagogue they 
would turn worthless. 


Busines_s capital is almost 


as intangible and elusive as 
life in the human body. It 
is a" by-product of success- 
ful 
operation, of normal 


functioning. Start carrying 
it up clumsily, and the cor- 
porate body, like the phy- 
sical body, bleeds to death. 
Capital value, like life, is 
more than the sum of the 
material parts.

The prep- 
aration of the allocution and the 
encyclical, a prelate said, explains 
why the pope, who usually takes 
advantage of world occasions to 
make a pronouncement has not 
made known.his thoughts on the 
present situation.

Two Famous Paintings. 


Every time I go to the Louvre 
I stand before two neighboring 
paintings in the main gallery. One 
Is "The Triumph of Religion," by 
Rubens; and the other' Is Murll- 
lo's "Holy Family." ,They typify 
to me the difference between the 
letter and the spirit of Christian- 
ity. For the figures in Rubens' 
great paintings are the same vo- 
luptuous, sensual, highly colored 
types made familiar by his other 
canvases. All that is 
religious 


about the painting is the title. 
But the three figures In Muril- 
lols work radiate spirituality. It 
seems as if the very glow o'f re- 
ligion at Its best has been mixed 
with the artist's paints. 


Even so the good life is not a 


matter of categories and labels. 
It is not even the product of the 
practice of certain virtues, such 
as Peter sets forth. Prigs and 
Pharisees may thus be produced. 
According to our robustly honest 
and forthright and straight-see-

age slope loses between 40 and 
60 tons of soil each year due to 
washing or water erosion."

in Navarro county. 


Mr. Reynolds presented the plan 


by which the CCC camp would 
work when installed in the coun- 
ty in April. In brief the plan is 
as follows: All work wih be done 
by watersheds.

is, 
each 


farm on a given watershed must 
be terraced before each farmer 
can receive the benefits. All ter- 
races must be built according- to 
specifications of camp 
superin- 


tendent. All control ditches will 
u^ planned by superintendent or 
under his direction. Check dams 
will be built by CCC workers. All 
the land owner will be asked to 
furnish will be the water for the 


concrete. Terraces will be built 
by the landowner.

and sales of lumber in the South 
during February showed consider- 
able Increase over the previous 
month as well as February last 
year, according to the University 
of Texas Bureau 
f Business Re- 


search. Unfilled orders on Feb- 
ruary ~S were greater thr 
on the 
ast day of the previous month, but 
considerably below that of the cor- 
responding date a year ago. 
Statistics released by the South- 


ern Pine Association show an aver- 
age weekly production per unit of 
229,218 board feet in February, an 
Increase of 9.8 per cent above that 
of the previous month and 12.5 
per cent greater than a year ago. 
Shipments of 229,664 board feet 
weekly per unit were up 6 per 
cent and 27.4 per cent respectively 
for the comparable periods. Un- 
filled orders, totaling 540,845 board
